TBr it t&ctefote enSfiCD by the king’s Moft Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Conlbnt of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this prelbnt Parliament 
affembled, and by the Authority of the fame. That all and every 
the Powers, Authorities, Rules, Regulations, Penalties, Forfeitures 
t-lauies. Matters, and 1 Iniigs whatloever, contained in Two Afts 
made .in the Parliament .of Ireland in the fourteenth and fifteenth 
rears of the Reign of his late Majefty King Charles the Second the 
one intituled, “An A3 for the fettling of the Excife or new Im’poft 
tipoii his Majefty, his Heirs and Succeftbrs, according to the Book 
of Rates therein inferted and the other intituled, “An A3 for 
fettling the Sublldie of Poundage, and granting a Subtidie of 
1 unnage, and other Sums of Money, unto his Royal Majeftie, his 
Heirs and Succeffors, the fame to be paid upon Merchandizes 
imported and exported into or out of the Kingdom of Ireland, 
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nccordinq; 
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• “ accordino- to a Book of Rates hereunto annexed,” fhall refpec- 
tively extend and be conftraed to extend to, and fliall be applied and 
made ufe of in the Execution of auyAaorAas m force wirelani, 

■i reiatino’ to the Revenvies of Cuftoms or Excile, and to any Matters 
and Things whatfoever under the Management of the Commiffioners 
ofCuftoms, or under the Management of the Commiffioners of 
Excife, or either of them, in the Exercife of the Commiffions of the 
1 faid Commiffioners, and in the Management of all and every the 
■■■ feveral Matters and Things by Law put under their Management and 
Governance, fo far as the faid recited A'Rs are applicable or can be j 
applied to fuch Matters and Things refpeaively, as fully and ettec- 
tuaily, to all Intents and Purpofes, as if the faid recited Acts, and the 
feveral Powers, Authorities, Rules, Regulations, Penalties, For- 
feitures Claufes, Matters, and Things whatfoever therein con- 
tain'd, were repeated and re-enaaed in this Aa, and were applied 
to the Execution of all the faid Aas, Matters, and Things relpec- 
tively, and according to the Powers which are or may be vefted in 
any Commiffioners of Cufioms or Commiffioners of Excife, under or 
by virme or in purfuance of any Aa pafied or to he palled in the 
prefent Seffioii of Parliament, for regulating the Management and 
Colleaion of His Majefty’s Revenues of Cuftoms and Excile in 
Jrehini, by providing for Commiffioners of Cufloms there having 
the like’ Powers as are by Law given to the Commiffioners of Im- 
port Excife, and by providing farther for veiling in the ffiid Com- 
miffioners of Cufloms the Management of the Port Duties, and m 
the Commiffioners of Inland Excite the Management of certain 
Inland Duties, except only fo far as fuch Powers, Authorities, 
Rules, Regulations, Penalties, Forfeitures, Claufes, Matters and 
Things, are or lhall be' exprefsly altered or repealed by any fuch AS, 
or bv°any other Atls paffed or to be palled in the prelent Seflion of 
Parliament.

Lord Lauie- - their Hands and Seals, with the Approbation of 

the Lord ‘Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of 
Ireland for the Time being, and the faid Commiffioners relpec- 
lively, with the Approbation of the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief

And be it further Enaaed, That .the Commiffioners and Sub- Salary or 
ordinate Commiffioners or Sub-Commiffioners, and Colkaors of PoondaKe of

And whereas the Commiffioners of Cuftoms and Excife are, as By whom 
the Law now ftands, to take the Oaths of Office, and be tworn into 0 “*' ""m 
their Office before the Lord Chief Baron,'or in his Abfence, before 
the Chancellor of the Court of Exchequer in Ireland, or one of the ' 

Barons thereof, which frequently, on account of their Abfence 
proves iuGonvenieiit j BE it Enaaed, That it Ihall and may be 
lawful for die Lord Chancellor of Ireland, or Keeper or Com- 
miffioners for the Cuftody of the Great Seal thereof, or for the Lord 
■Chief Juftice, or for any of the Judges of .His Majefty's Courts of 
King’s Bench or Common Pleas in Ireland for the 'Time being 
■refpeaively, to adminifter the Oaths of Office to any Eerfon or Per- 
fons appointed to be a Commiffioner or Commiffioners of Cuftoms 
or Excife ill Ireland, and they are hereby empowered to adminifter 
fuch Oath. 

4 And whereas it may be inconvenient to require the Attendance And lo Snb- 
of the feveral Officers of Cuftoms and Excife in Dublin, in order Commiilioiv

That at .all I'imes hereafter, all and every ' Perfons and Perfoii 
appointed to any Office or Employment in the Revenue of Cuf- 
toms or Excife in Ireland, ihall and may, with the Confcnt of the 
■Commiffioners of Cuft.oms or Commiffioners of Excife, take the 
Oath of Office, .or any other Oaths which he or they are refpec- 
tively direaed or required by Law' to take, before their entering 
on their refpeaive Offices, either before fuch Perfon or Perfons as 
are now authorized to adminifter the lame, or before the Colfeaor 
of the Diftria where fuch Officer Ihall be appointed to rcfide, of 
and in the feveral and refjieaive Counties, Counties of Towns, 
and Counties of Cities in Ireland, where fuch Officer or Officers 
Ihall be appointed to refide ; and Iiich Colfeaor is hereby empow- 
ered and required to adminifter the faid Oath or Oaths. 

And he it further Enaaed, That every Colfeaor of Cuftoms or Oath of Col- 
Excife in Ireland, Ilrall, to every ’Quarterly Account by him fent [sflorto 
up to the Commiffioners of Cuftoms or Excife relpedtively, annex !^-coimi5. 
the follow'ing .Affidavit, to be by him figned, and made before a 
Juftice of the Peace w'ithin the City or County where fuch Col- 
feaor fliall reftde ; that is to fay;

And, to obviate the Inconvenience which may arife to the Public 
by the Abfence of the CoUefiors of Cuftoms -.or Excife in Ireland 
from their refpedHve Diftridis,, for the Purjjofe of fwearing to their 
Annual Accounts before the Court of Exchequer.; BE it Enadted, 
That any Oath made by the feveral Colledtors of Cu-ftoms and 
Excife refpecliively in Ireland, of the Truth of their 'refpeftive 
Accounts, before any Juftice of the Peace, lhall be equally valid., 

•to all Intents and PuiqDofes, as if the fame were made before the 
Court or any of the Barons of the Exchequer .; any Law -or Cuftom 
to the contrary notwithftandlng. 

And be .it further Ena6led, That it ftiall and may be lawful 
for the Commiffioneis of Cuftoms and for the Commifiioners 
.of Excife refpe6tiveiv, or any or more of them 

refpebliveiy, and they are hereby refpedlively anthorized and 
empowered, from time to time, to appoint fo many and fuch 
Subordinate Commiffioners or Sub-Commiffioners, in and for any 
and every Diftridi; in Ireland, as the falcl Commiffioners of Cuftoms 
and Commiffioners of Excife refpediively, or any or more 

of them refj^sdtively, ffiall from time to time find neceffary, for 
the Purpofe of hearing and determining all Offences committed or 
to- be committed againft any A61: or Aftsin force in Ireland, relating 
vto the Revenues of Cuftoms or Excife refpedlively ; and that the 
faid Commiffioners of Cuftoms and Commiffioners of Excife 
refj)e6Uvely, or any or more of them relpecHvely, fliall 

have full Power to difplace fuch .Subordinate or Siib-Commiffioners 
■reipecUvely, or any of them, fi-om time to time, as any or 

more of fuch Commiffioners of Cuftoms or Commiffioners of Excife 
relpectively fhall think fit, and to place others in thek room, liib- 6 
ijedt to llich Regulations, Conditions, and Provifoes, as are or fliall 
be enacled by Law in refpedl thereof.

And be it further Enadled, That no Pcrfon lhall hear, trv, or de- Wo Peifon 
termme any Offence againft any A6f or Arts in force in' Ireland 
relating to the Revenues of CuRcms or Excife, or give Judgment 
or award Execution thereon in any Cale. in which luch Perfon 
fhall be j)erfonally intereifed or concerned, directly or indiredlly, in 
the Matter of Complaint to be tried, orif he is to gain or lofe 
thereby, on any Account w'hatfoever ; and every Perfon authorized 
and appointed to hear, try, and determine any fuch Offence, fhall, 
if thereto required by the Party or Parties againft whom the In- 
formation for fuch Offence is filed, or in cafe fuch Information fhall 
y be againR any Ship or Goods, by the Claimant thereof, take an 
Oath that he is not interefled or concerned, diredtly or indireflly, 
in the Matter or Complaint then depending before him, and that 
he is not to gain or lofe thereby on any Account whatfbever, which 
Oath the Clerk or Perfon who fhall attend for the Purpofe of 
taking down the Uepofitions of Witneffes at the Trial of fuch 
Offence, or any of the Perfbns authorized and appointed to hear, 
try, and determine fuch Offence, is hereby authorized and required 
to adminifler ; and if any Perfon fhall proceed to hear, try, or de- 
termine any fuch Offence, contrary to the true Intent and Meaning 
of this A6i, fuch Perfon fhall for every Offence forfeit the Sum of 
and if fuch Perfon fhall refufe to take fiich 
Oath, fuch Perfon fhall be and is hereby difqualifed and rendered 
incapable to hear, try, determine, or give Judgment upon the 
Matter then depending before him, and contained in any fuch 
Information ; and all Proceedings to be had before him after fuch 
Refufal fliall be null and void.
